WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson has told the Com- 
munist world on the 15th anni- 
versary of 
NATO's founding 


that the United States is ready 
to settle differences that sepa- 
rate East and West. 


"Our 
guard is up, but our 


hand is out." the President de- 
clared Friday as he blended 
conciliation with firmness in a 
nationaide address that evident- 
ly was keyed as much for fore- 
ign as home ionsumption. 


"We must be alert to any 


hope of stable settlement aith 
those who have hade vigilance 
essential," Johnson said. "In 
particular we must have alive to 
the new spirit of diversity now 
abroad in Eastern Europe." 


At another point, the President 


struck 
this note again, that 


Washington does not view all 
Communist nations alike and 
that it is alive to the opportuni- 
ty of taking advantage of the 
differences. 


"We did not make the Iron 


curtain." he said. "We did not 
build the wall. Gates in the cur- 
tain are welcome, and so are 
holes in the wall, whenever they 
are not hedged by traps." 


Johnson spoke on the eve of 


the 15th anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the North Atlantic Treaty 
which bound together 15 West- 
ern nations in an anti-Commu- 
nist 
military 
alliance 
that 


stretches from Turkey to Nor- 
way 


Standing before a bank of flags 


in the White House East Room 
the President said that since 
1949 
the Communist 
"danger 


has receded, but it has not dis- 
appeared." The same 15 years, 
he said, have witnessed "the 
longest' upward' surge of eco- 
nomic growth that our Atlantic 
world has ever know."

surplus and are not likely to be 
reduced this marketing year." 


The soybean is a source of 


both,,edible oilt,and meal. The 
oil is 'used in ''making' marga- 
rine, salad dressing, cooking 
oils and other food products as 
well as industrial products. The 
meal is used as a high protein 
feed supplement in the livestock some 150 surplus houses. a

Today's report told 
of market weaknesses in the 
soybean situation. Few soybeans 
are being crushed this season 
than last. The report said this 
reflected the fact that soybean 
prices are out of line with the 
combined returns from the oil 
and meal, the existence of sur- 
plus vegetable oils and a decline 
in demand for meal because of 
less favorable livestock prices. 


The report said that so far 


this season soybean crushers 
have had an average spread of 
only 4 cents a bushel between 
the prices paid for soybeans and 
the prices they got for the meal 
and "oil. 


"This is evidently too small to 


permit profitable operations and 
the crush of soybeans has been 
reduced despite the availability 
of a plentiful 
supply of soy- 


beans," the department said. 


If farmers continue to hold 


soybeans 
for 
higher 
prices, 


which the department said are 
not likely to come, and if crush- 
ers' margin continues small, the 
department probably will have 
to take over beans under price j 
support loans. The department' 
stocks at the end of the 1963 
crop season on Oct. 1 were fore- 
cast at 35 million bushels com- 
pared with 15 million a year 
earlier. 


The department said soybean 


prices t o farmers 
during the 


April-September period are like- 
ly to decline from the February 
level of $2.57 a bushel. But it 
said prices may average 
at 


about $2.45—the same as a year 
earlier. The price support rate 
is $2.25. 


The department said prices 


have been held above the sup- 
port level by grower holding of 
supplies off markets for higher

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re-ex- 


amination takes time, changes 
come slowly, old attitudes don't 
get unstuck easily, and in 
a 


country as full of prejudices as 
this one politicians step gin- 
gerly. 


Over a year ago the Kennedy 


people began saying winds of 
change 
were 
sweeping 
the 


world 
after 
Soviet 
Premier 


Khrushchev packed up his mis- 
siles in the 1962 Cuban missile 
crisis and took them home. 


In the last few months of his 


life President John F. Kennedy 
spoke repeatedly on the idea of 
finding new ways to peace. At 
American University he said, 
"Let us re-examine our attitude 
toward peace itself." 


At the University of Maine he 


said, "While it is too late to say 
nothing has changed in Soviet- 
American relations, it is too 
early to assume that the change 
is permanent." 


These were cautious state- 


ments to get people thinking, 
but pitched in a low key, no 
doubt to prevent any sudden 
surge of false hopes about the 
immediate future. 


What changes did take place 


since the Cuban crisis and up 
through Kennedy's death to the 
present time? 


The biggest, perhaps, 
has 


been the intensified split be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Red 
China, 
dividing 
communism 


into two huge and antagonistic 
blocs which, if continued, al- 
most certainly will force them 
to seek new friends. 


Then there was the limited 


American-Russian agreement to 
ban nuclear tests, an achieve 
ment long discussed but never 
attained 
before. 
Meanwhile, 


American 
allies 
stepped 
up 


trade with communism. 


French President Charles de 


Gaulle, while safe under the 
American 
defense 
umbrella 


from Russian attack, took it on 
himself to be a disruptive force 
in the West, and in his usual 
crude and overbearing way. 


Nevertheless, in the past week 


President 
Johnson, Adlai 
E. 


Stevenson, U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations, and Sen. 
J. W. Fullbright, D-Ark., all in 
separate speeches talked of a 
changing world.

asked for a reexamination ot 
attitudes but 
he went furthei 


than any of them by suggesting 
that changes in the world re 
quired changes in American for 
eign policy on a number o: 
fronts.
